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Vandals hit splash pad

Cookstown's brand new splash pad, 
which had a fun filled grand opening 
over the weekend, was bone dry after 
senseless vandalism on Tuesday 
knocked it out of commission. 

But not for long. 

Repairs were made to the pad — 
located near the library and commu¬ 
nity centre — on Wednesday so it's 
ready for more wet fun. 


South Simcoe police are investigat¬ 
ing. 

"Our guys are looking into suspects 
at this time," said Const. Rich 
Williamson. "Nothing concrete right 
now, just rumours we're following up 
on, and hopefully we'll get someone 
identified very quickly." 

Williamson said a father taking his 
kids to use the splash pad on Tuesday 
afternoon found it damaged. 

"It was the actual start button for the 
whole thing — which has an automatic 


shutoff — that was smashed," he said. 
"We think it might have been a rock or 
something that caused blunt force and 
smashed it." 

He said a mischief to property 
charge would be laid if suspects are 
caught, depending on their age. 

"If it's kids under 12, obviously we 
can't charge them. There could be a 
fine or possibly even jail time," he 
added.

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Police seeking public’s

"We've had problems from time to 
time in parks. We'll probably step up our 
patrols of the splash pad for a little 
while." 

Police are hoping someone calls them 
or Crime Stoppers. 

"We rely on the public to be our eyes 
and ears out there. We certainly expect 
anyone with information to come for¬ 
ward," Williamson said. 

"It's public property and for the use of 
the entire community. Happening so 
soon after the opening it's very disap¬ 
pointing." 

Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley agreed. 

"I am so saddened and disappointed 
this happened just days after we cele¬ 
brated the grand opening of the splash 
pad," she said, prior to repairs being 
made. "This act of vandalism has taken 
the fun and community exuberance 
away from the people of Innisfil, and 
especially the children who won't be 
able to enjoy the splash pad now." 

The vandalism will be costly, and not 
just in terms of money, according to Mel 
Milanovic, the Town of Innisfil’s super¬ 
intendent of parks and facilities. 

"It's not just the cost of the replace¬ 


ment sensor that needs to be consid¬ 
ered. There is also the cost of related 
staff time spent on addressing this and 
on installing the new part. While the 
part can be replaced, lost opportunities 
for the community to enjoy the new 
splash pad can't." 

Cookstown resident Linda Hobbs is 
also very disappointed with the work of 
the vandals. 

"This certainly does not reflect on the 
community," she said. "I am always 
bragging about how safe Cookstown is. 
We can leave things right on Queen 
Street and they never get taken. 

"I accidently left my eight-foot folding 
table outside the chamber office; it was 
there for three days. We don't have graf¬ 
fiti, Cookstown is the best place ever." 

She wants the culprits to turn them¬ 
selves in. 

"I just hope that the individual(s) who 
felt it was okay to damage something 
that people worked so hard to get — 
and is so good for the community — 
come forward and take their punish¬ 
ment. It is very upsetting to everyone 
involved that this has happened."

A quick course just isn’t enough

I t could be your toddler at pre¬ 
school. A major storm hits, 
traps kids in a burning building. 

It could be your parent, in a 
secured ward in a long-term care 
facility. The building is threatened 
and the people are trapped. 

It could be a mentally ill gunman 
with death on his agenda and 
you're in the school hallways. 

The scenarios are limitless and 
Darryl Culley's experience is the 
same. He has seen so much loss of 
life, so much disaster in his role as a 
disaster exercise consultant. 

And most of it is preventable. 
Since 2003 Darryl's company, 
Emergency Management and 
Training Services (EMT), has been 
devoting itself to just that.. .manag¬ 
ing emergencies, preparing for dis¬ 
aster recovery, training people in 
processes that save lives. 

Darryl has an uncanny ability to 
expect and prepare for the unex¬ 
pected. He's become an interna¬ 
tionally recognized provider of dis-

aster recovery events in communi¬ 
ties across the continent. And he's 
just published his first book on the 
subject. 

Creating Chaos and Mayhem 
bills itself as the ultimate guide to 
disaster exercise planning. And it is. 
EMT has been conducting disaster 
recovery scenarios in cities and 
institutions across North America, 
with great results. 

Emergency surgeries, carried out 
in school gymnasiums, tornadoes 
ripping through towns and taking 
life and limb with them, immediate 
response from medical, fire, police 
and emergency personnel. 

"This book is a guide for people 
responsible for health and safety of 
clients, staff and employees in 
industry, health care, colleges, uni¬ 
versities, private schools, nursery 
schools, day camps, nursing homes, 
outdoor ed centres, municipalities.. 
.for anyone with a responsibility for 
other people," says Darryl. 

Creating Chaos and Mayhem sets 
up exercises, identifies goals and 
plays out threats like earthquake 
and tornado scenarios, instructs on 
how to prepare for lack of infra¬ 


structure like power, water, com¬ 
munications and natural gas. 

As Darryl and I chatted this week, 
I asked about places like the Air 
Canada Centre, the Rogers Centre, 
Exhibition buildings that host 
shows like One of a Kind; do they all 
have disaster recovery training 
where people have participated in 
drills that are realistic? 

And Darryl replies, "Often, no. 
Many facilities (including hospitals) 
don't set aside the budget for emer¬ 
gency preparedness. Often they feel 
if they've got defibrillators and 
CPR-trained people on site, that's 
enough. But it isn't." 

Darryl talks about the program 
his company put together for 
Ontario College of Art and Design. 
He also completed a medical team 
disaster plan for a Tony Robbins 
event in New Jersey last fall and 
that's where his plan to write a book 
(since 2004) took shape and made 
its deadline. 

In two weeks, Darryl's company 
is the global sponsor for the World 
Conference on Disaster Manage¬ 
ment. Occurring over three days in 
June, the conference will include 


mock disaster planning throughout 
the event. There will be 800 people 
attending from literally all over the 
world. . .Brazil, Mexico, France, the 
United States, England and on and 
on. Darryl is planning a disaster 
exercise for the event, and also 
plans to make his book available. 

As well as many municipalities 
which have contracted Darryl's EMT 
to carry out disaster exercises, he has 
also carried out projects for many 
First Nations communities. He has a 
proposal in to the oilsands in 
Alberta. He's been to Dallas, Texas 
twice to stage events, most recently 
at Texas State Technical College. 

While carrying out an experience 
usually takes between one and 
three days, planning the event takes 
much longer, depending on its 
complexity. 

'It won't happen here.' 

'We'll manage if it does.' 

Those are often the reactions of 
institutions, municipalities, health¬ 
care facilities and schools, says 
Darryl, but he sees disaster plan¬ 
ning as like buying insurance. 

Emergency preparedness is 60% 
of EMT's work. The remainder is 


consulting with emergency services 
personnel, fire and police depart¬ 
ments. Darryl sees the effect of his 
work as a real benefit to existing 
personnel who don't have the 
resources to plan and carry out a 
mock disaster. He hand-picks per¬ 
sonnel for each of his projects, 
emergency workers, fire chiefs, fire¬ 
fighters, police, doctors, health care 
administrators. . .different experts 
depending on the project. 

So Creating Chaos and Mayhem 
is designed to do just that. Darryl's 
book went on sale in hard copy May 
27, at $36. Printed in full colour, all 
photographs are from actual disas¬ 
ter projects and the text covers the 
full range of disasters that can 
threaten many many communities. 

Creating Chaos is also available 
on Amazon, on Kindle and on 
Create Space as e-books. 

Aren't we lucky to have Darryl's 
expertise (emergencymgt.com) 
right here in Barrie?

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Suspect in Sandy- 
cove Acres murder 
still behind bars

INNISFIL - A man charged with first- 
degree murder in the death of an elderly 
Innisfil woman in Sandycove Acres last 
Friday remains behind bars. 

The accused, identified by South 
Simcoe police as Richard William 
Dowdell, 54, of Innisfil, appeared in 
court via video link on Saturday in 
Barrie while in custody at South Divi¬ 
sion headquarters in Bradford. Video 
links are used when prisoners are 
brought before a Justice of the Peace on 
the weekend or statutory holidays. 

Dowdell will remain in custody until 
his next court appearance Friday, June 
6 . 

Police were called to 14 Recreation 
Dr. in Sandycove Acres, about 20 min¬ 
utes south of Barrie, around noon 
Friday after receiving a 911 call from the 
residence. 

Officers found a woman suffering 
from injuries and Simcoe County para¬ 
medics were unable to help her and 
police say she died at the scene. 

Dowdell was arrested at the scene 
and taken to the police station. 

South Simcoe police detectives and 
forensic unit members from the York 
Regional Police remained at the scene 
Saturday collecting evidence and inter¬ 
viewing witnesses. 

The scene was still secured by police 
on Sunday, according to Det. James 
Buchanan. 

"Officers are on scene taking state¬ 
ments and canvassing the neighbour¬ 


hood and identification officers are on 
scene analyzing evidence," he said on 
Sunday. 

Buchanan said anyone with informa¬ 
tion is asked to call police. 

"If anybody has knowledge about the 
occurrence it would be helpful if they 
came forward," he said. 

Police say the victim's name will not 
be released at the request of the family, 
but neighbours say the victim was in her 
mid to late 70s and was very active in 
the community, and the accused is a 
local landscaper who lived nearby and 
tended to lawns in the area.

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York-Simcoe 
candidates 
square off in 
debate

Approximately 100 people turned out for the All Candi¬ 
dates' Meeting in Bradford, June 4. With just over a week until 
Ontario casts its ballots in the 41st Provincial election, the 
gloves were off for the front-runners in the York-Simcoe race. 

NDP candidate Laura Brown, Liberal candidate Loralea 
Carruthers, and Progressive Conservative Julia Munro took 
shots at each others' platforms and past records, amid claims 
of "misrepresentation" and "disingenuous" arguments. 

Unlike the leadership debate, Green Party candidate Peter 
Elgie was a full participant in the meeting, spending much of 
his allotted time explaining the Green Party agenda - and 
using his 1 minute "rebuttal" to extend his explanations. 

The meeting was co-hosted by the Holland Marsh Growers' 
Association and the Bradford Board of Trade Moderator Jamie 
Reaume, Executive Director of the HMGA, directed prepared 
questions to the candidates. 

There was an agricultural focus to the meeting, with all can¬ 
didates providing their take on how to strengthen the sector, 
and meet the Riding's needs. 

Bowman talked of an Ontario "that supports farmers, 
instead of paving over their lands", and that would "end the 
tyranny of the OMB," putting a stop to sprawl. She spoke of 
the need to lower hydro prices, and "end price gouging by 
Enbridge." 

Carruthers talked of continuing to build infrastructure, 
especially in rural areas, and investing in health care, to 
ensure access to primary health care in York-Simcoe. A school 
board trustee in East Gwillimbury for 10 years, she said, "I 
know how to budget responsibly... We can't afford risky cuts, 
or inexperienced government." 

Munro noted that "agriculture is one of the greatest eco¬ 
nomic drivers, one of Ontario's greatest economic drivers," 
and suggested that the biggest way to assist would be to cut 
red tape. "We are the only party that has committed to reduc¬ 
ing time-consuming and costly red tape... by one-third within 
3 years." And Elgie assured the audience that "politics can be 
an effective way... to address problems," and that the Green 
Party had a focus on environmental issues. "Its values and its 
principles resonate deeply with me." 

The first question dealt with the loss of hundreds of acres of 
farmland daily, to development and sprawl. 

Carruthers noted that the Liberal budget had included 
funding for a "Farms Forever" program that would pay the 
legal costs of farmers who wished to put their lands in trust, 
"but it's about making farms viable," and ensuring farmers 
can make a living. "It's been an issue for generations. There's 
no doubt about the seriousness of it... Recognize the eco¬ 
nomic viability of that farm, and it will be there." The Liberal 
platform also includes a $400 million fund, over 10 years, to 
support new processing capacity and innovative equipment, 
that would improve viability, she said.

Youngsters become 
South Simcoe police 
chiefs for a day

The Value Influences Peers (VIP) Pro¬ 
gram in the schools introduces Grade 5 
students to the importance of making 
good choices - and the consequences 
of talcing drugs or alcohol, and taking 
risks, and the potential dangers of social 
media. 

VIP creates bonds between the ele¬ 
mentary school students, and Police in 
the community - and in South Simcoe, 
it also gives two Grade 5 students an 
opportunity to be "Junior Police Chiefs 
for a Day," through an annual essay 
contest. 

On May 29, the two winners - Rachel 
Bruce, of Mother Teresa Catholic Ele¬ 
mentary School in Bradford; and 
Maggie Rouselle of Goodfellow Public 


School in Innisfil - were sworn in as 
Junior Chiefs, in front of their peers, in 
whole school assemblies. 

They received a police shirt, "Junior 
Chief" ball cap, and a badge or warrant 
card, before heading out for a day that 
included riding in a police cruiser and 
using the radio communications, tour¬ 
ing the police stations, and riding with 
the Marine Unit on the Wardrop II, the 
service's eyes on the water. 

The Junior Chiefs also joined Senior 
Chief Rick Beazley and other officers for 
lunch at Lefroy House Grill, at the 
Lefroy Harbour Resort in Innisfil, where 
the police boat is berthed. 

They enjoyed cheeseburgers and fries 
- and received gift bags from the Resort, 
to make the day extra special. 

"Awesome," said Chief Beazley. 
"That's the one word that covers it all."

Elgie told the group that the first step is to 
stop paving over farmland. "As far as I'm con¬ 
cerned, farmers should be the richest people 
in Ontario. What's more valuable than pro¬ 
ducing food?" 

Bowman blamed "poor planning policies 
at the provincial level," that treat "farmland 
like it's land just sitting there, waiting to be 
developed." She suggested treating farmland 
as employment land, and addressing the "lots 
of red tape... bloated and inconsistent envi¬ 
ronmental legislation." 

There was also a question on the deficit, 
and growing provincial debt. 

Munro described Ontario as a "have-not 
province," and spoke of the need for "a great 
deal of hard decision-making. It means that 
we have to spend less today." The question is, 
she said, "what must we do to tighten our 
belts," while preserving health and education 
services. 

The PCs would end "hand outs" to busi¬ 
ness, and focus instead on "everyone to have 
a level playing field, with investment in infra¬ 
structure." 

Elgie pointed out that all three parties - 
NDP, Liberal, and PC - have had a turn gov¬ 
erning Ontario over the last 30 years; in that 
time the debt has burgeoned from $30 billion, 
to over $280 billion. 

He spoke of the need to "fundamentally 
change our economic system" - getting away 
from income tax, taxing resources to a greater 
degree, "so it isn't just a one-generation liqui¬ 
dation sale of our resources," and merging 
the 4 school boards into a single board. 

Bowman argued that the way to improve 
the economic outlook is to "increase rev¬ 
enues" - and end corporate tax cuts. "It does 
not create jobs. It does not create revenue... 
We need revenue." She added, "We need to 
end the scandals and the waste," arguing in 
favour of establishing an office of fiscal 
responsibility. 

Carruthers agreed with the need for 
increased revenues, but suggested the solu¬ 
tion is not to increase taxes but to "grow the 


economy." She added, "It's not about taking 
jobs out of the economy. It's not about taking 
people who have jobs and pay taxes, and put¬ 
ting them on social assistance." And, she said, 
cutting corporate taxes "increases the profits 
of the companies. It doesn't create jobs." 

Quotes: 

fulia Munro (PC) addressed the 
"skyrocketing price of power" in 
the province. She specifically 
addressed the oft-quoted comment 
by Party Leader Tim Hudalc that he 
would cancel the FIT alternative 
energy program. Munro insisted 
that the PCs would honour those 
contracts that have been signed, 
but would not enter into any new 
contracts for wind or solar power , 

"not at 80 cents a kwh, or 55 cents a 
kwh"- and would look at importing 
cheaper power from Quebec. 

Bottom line, "You can't pay off your 
debts by increasing your spend¬ 
ing." 

A question was asked about a 
moratorium on the use of Neoni- 
cotinoid pesticides, which are 
blamed for declining populations 
of pollinators. "We need to think 
about the farmers who rely on the 
neonics," said Loralea Carruthers 
(Lib.), calling for a balanced 
approach, and more research. "I'm 
not an expert. I'm not going to pre¬ 
tend I'm an expert... It's not a sim¬ 
plistic problem." 

The candidates were asked how 
they would make post-secondary 
education more affordable. Laura 
Bowman (NDP) said her party 
would keep the Liberals' 30% 
tuition subsidy in place. "We've 
seen tuition skyrocket under this 
Liberal government, up 80%... We 
are saddling them with the burden 
of debt." 

Peter Elgie (Green) called for 
"free public education, with 
caveats," as in Finland and Ger¬ 


many. 

lulia Munro (PC) called the cost of post 
secondary education an "investment by the 
individual", and spoke of the need to make 
sure that education matches the jobs avail¬ 
able. 

There were several questions directed to 


PC candidate Munro, regarding job creation 
and the impact of "laying off 100,000" civil 
servants. The PCs are not planning to lay off 
100,000 workers, she said. "This is over 4 
years. It is attrition. It is not laying off front 
line people. This is taking the number of civil 
servants back to 2009 levels," Munro said.

Robinson will be the guest of honour 
at the plowing match, recognizing his 65 
years of plowing and devotion to his 
craft. 

He plowed his first plow match at the 
age of nine, and has won five Ontario 
championships, competed five times at 
the national level, and took part in a 
World Plowing Match in Norway, in 
1989. 

There was a lot of interest in the 
reversible, or rollover plow, a fearsome 
looking device more popular in Europe 
than in Canada, and only recently intro¬ 
duced to competition. 

Brian Field was Canada's rollover 
competitor at the World Plowing Match 
last year, held in Alberta. He placed 7th, 
out of 34 competitors - an excellent 
showing, especially since "rollover was 
new to us," he said. 

"You start on one side of the field, 
plow to the headlands... then flip the 
plow. There's no dead furrows... It saves 
on fuel." 

Walking plows, sulky plows, antique 
drag plows, mounted plows - it all 
comes down to skill, patience and expe¬ 
rience, and plowing a straight furrow.

Why Do I Need a Will? 

A will is a written document setting out a person’s 
instructions about what should happen to 
his/her (the Testator) estate (property) after death. 
In order for a Will to be valid, it must be written 
by the Testator, the Testator’s signature must 
be witnessed by two persons (at the same time 
that the testator signs), none of whom can be a 
beneficiary, the Testator must have the requisite 
capacity to make the Will, there must be no 
improper or undue influence upon the Testator 
and the Testator must not have revoked the Will. 

A will can be revoked by 

• a subsequent marriage 

• making a subsequent Will that explicitly voids 
the previous Will or that deals with the exact 
same issues 

• A written clear revocation 

• physical destruction of the Will by the Testator 
(burning, tearing etc) 

One of the best reasons for making a Will is to 
avoid what happens if you die without one. In such 
a case where someone dies Intestate (without a 
Will), the Province of Ontario practically “writes” 
that person’s Will, using the distribution table set 
out in the Succession Law Reform Act, having 
regard to other Ontario succession laws. 

Without an Executor / Estate Trustee appointed 
under a Will, there will be no one with the legal 
authority to deal with the property or financial 
affairs of the deceased, including burial costs. 
Someone, who must be an Ontario resident, will 
therefore have to make an application to the Court 
to be appointed to act on behalf of the estate. 
This may cause lengthy delays, and additional 
legal expenses. Additionally, whatever intentions 
the deceased may have had for the distribution 
of the estate, even if communicated to family 
and friends verbally, (eg: child should inherit the 
house, etc.), will not be legally binding. 

Under the Succession Law Reform Act, an 
intestate person’s estate will be distributed in 
a prescribed priority to the spouse (if any) and 
children, as follows: 

• spouse but no issue (children) - spouse entitled 
to the property absolutely 

• spouse & issue - spouse entitled to a preferential 
share of $200,000. If estate less than $200,000 
- spouse entitled to property absolutely 

• spouse and 1 child - spouse entitled to 
$200,000 plus Vi residue of estate; child gets 
V 2 residue of estate 

• spouse and more than one child - spouse 
entitled to $200,000 plus 1/3 of estate; other 
2/3 of residue of estate distributed equally 
among children.

The first 50 people to register their 
new or current second units with the 
Town of Innisfil will get a rebate of up to 
$1,000 on their building permit fees.

law is in place to ensure play spaces and 
sports fields are clear of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts and to limit exposure to children 
while playing and having fun this 
summer. Signs are posted in all parks 
and the by-law will be enforced by 
Municipal Law Enforcement, with 
hopes it will gain general acceptance 
with residents. 

Innisfil Town Council passed the by¬ 
law last October, following the lead of 60 
other Ontario communities. Innisfil has 
been 100% smoke-free in establish¬ 
ments since 2006.

Money Granted For Town's New Way Finding Sig¬ 
nage 

The Town's new way finding signage program is 
moving ahead with a much welcomed $30,000 
grant from the County of Simcoe.

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Paint your patio set to perfection

The main purpose of the Weed Control Act R.S.0.1990, is to reduce 
the impact of noxious weeds on the industries of agriculture and 
horticulture. Primarily this Act applies to agricultural and horticultural 
lands that generate income or other benefits to agriculture; this 
excludes lawns, gardens and private areas for personal enjoyment 
and leisure. 

Under the Weed Control Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter W.5 Sections 3, 
13, 16 and 23, you are requested to destroy all noxious weeds on 
your property. 

In Urban Areas: 

Sections 3,13,16 and 18 do not apply to noxious weeds or weed 
seeds that are far enough away from any land used for agricultural or 
horticultural purposes, as they do not interfere with that use. 

All properties within the Municipality of the Town of Innisfil are hereby 
requested to be in compliance with the Weed Control Act by the 11th 
day of June, 2014 and throughout the season..
